£140.000 OVERSPEND FOR YEAR...

Free parking at a 
store costs local 
taxpayers £340,000

THE decision by 
Asda to introduce 
free car parking 
at its Bridgend 
store has cost 
council taxpayers 
£340,000. 

That’s the drop in 
income suffered by 
Bridgend County 
Borough Council 
(BCBC), as a result of 
losing the Brackla short 
stay car park (which was 
demolished to make way 
for Asda) and of the 
store’s decision to scrap 
car parking charges and 
let shoppers park for 
free. 

The council had ini¬ 
tially been promised 
cash from the store car 
park to offset its lost 
income - but since Asda 
brought in free parking, 
talks have been under 
way between the compa¬ 
ny and the council about 
financial compensation. 

It is understood that 
there has also been a 
knock-on effect on 
income from the other 
town centre car parks, as 
motorists try to park for 
nothing at Asda instead 
of paying elsewhere. 

The figures were con¬ 
tained in a financial 
report to cabinet on how 
the authority spent its 
money in the financial 
year 2008-09, ending in 
April. 

The council approved 
a budget of £213.7m for 
that year, but there was a 
net overspend of 
£142,000 during the 


year. The biggest over¬ 
spend was in the com¬ 
munities directorate, 
which includes high¬ 
ways, planning and envi¬ 
ronmental services. 

This stands at almost 
£1 million, with the over¬ 
spend by the wellbeing 
directorate, which covers 
leisure and adult social 
services, standing at 
£262,000. 

But they were offset 
by underspends in other 
directorates, including 
£618,000 in the chil¬ 
dren’s which covers edu¬ 
cation and children’s 
social services. 

Within the children’s 
directorate, the schools’ 
budget was £134,000 
overspent, mainly 
because of increased 
spending on special 
needs education, includ¬ 
ing providing extra help 
to schools as a result of 
increased demands on 
the service. 

The report states that 
this expenditure had 
been increased in the 
budget, but in the end 
this was not enough to 
cover rising costs, which 
increased by five per 
cent on the previous 
year. 

But there was an 
underspend of £182,000 
on school buses and 
£299,000 on school 
meals. 

Income was increased 
here because of more 
school days in the school 
year. Also, there was 


extra income from the 
breakfast clubs, with 
seven more being started 
up. 

They receive start-up 
grants from the Welsh 
Assembly. 

The looked-after chil¬ 
dren budget, for those in 
care, was overspent by 
£597,000, with higher 
demand for independent 
fostering placements but 
lower than expected for 
in-house fostering. 

The wellbeing direc¬ 
torate budget was over¬ 
spent by £262,000 - 
mainly as a result of the 
unachieved £100,000 
savings on Meals on 
Wheels provision. 

This was an election 
issue, with Labour 
pledging to continue the 
existing service - but the 
Rainbow Alliance, 
which was running the 
council until May 2008, 
looking for changes. 

The budget was set by 
the Rainbow Alliance, 
but was inherited by 
Labour when it won the 
election. 

The council spent 
£432,000 less than 
expected on residential 
care for the elderly 
because of fewer place¬ 
ments in both residential 
and nursing homes. 

Home Care spending 
was up because of 
increased referrals to the 
service, and savings on 
day care services fell 
short of the target. 

Residential care for 


people with learning dis¬ 
abilities exceeded the 
budget by £130,000, but 
spending on home care 
fell because some work 
is now done by three 
independent providers, 
reducing costs. 

There were over¬ 
spends on the arts and 
entertainment budget, 
including the Bryngarw 
Festival; the library serv¬ 
ice because of increased 
energy and building 
maintenance; and sport 
and recreation, which 
was £192,000 over 
budget. 

The communities 
directorate overspend of 
£997,000 represents 3.9 
per cent of the annual 
budget. 

The council incurred 
£465,000 extra spending 
because of increased 
costs of dealing with 
waste at the MREC plant 
in Jersey Marine. 

There was also an 
increase in the amount 
of waste collected at 
civic amenity sites 
which had to be dis¬ 
posed of. 

The snow and flood¬ 
ing incidents resulted in 
£240,000 extra spending 
in the highways and fleet 
department. 

In all, this department 
overspent by £428,000. 

There was also an 
overspend on sports 
pavilions because of 
urgent repairs during the 
winter and increased 
energy prices. 

This added another 
£175,000 to the over¬ 
spend. 


Troed y Ton closure will still 
go ahead, says local council 


BRIDGEND 
County Borough 
Council says it 
remains committed 
to developing the 
Extra Care facility 
on the site of Troed 
y Ton residential 
care home - in spite 
of being taken to 
court by some resi¬ 
dents. 

Two elderly residents 
at the home, both in their 
90s, have launched an 


application for a judicial 
review into the way in 
which the council han¬ 
dled the consultation 
process over the decision 
to close the home in 
Kenfig Hill. 

The case is being 
heard at the High Court 
in Cardiff on June 29. 

In a statement, the 
council said that it was 
responding appropriately 
to the court application 
and the council said that 
the review would deter¬ 
mine whether or not the 


decision-making process 
needed to be started 
again. 

The statement went 
on: “The authority 

remains committed to the 
development of the 
Bridgend County 

Borough’s first Extra 
Care facility, which will 
ultimately provide high 
quality specialist homes 
for 70 people in 40 units 
at the purpose-built com¬ 
plex from 2010 onwards. 

“However, our priority 
at this time remains the 


13 residents who current¬ 
ly live at Troed y Ton, 
and who are being care¬ 
fully supported by indi¬ 
vidual care plans deliv¬ 
ered by trained staff with 
expertise in managing 
loss and change. 

“The independent 
advocacy service provid¬ 
ed by Age Concern 
Morgannwg also contin¬ 
ues for all residents and 
their families,” the state¬ 
ment concluded.

Goodbye to the Embassy? 


AN ICONIC 
Bridgend landmark 
may be demolished. 

An application has 
been lodged by owner 
Mel Mathias to demol¬ 
ish the old Embassy 
Cinema which stands at 
the gateway into 
Bridgend. 

The building gave its 
name to the Embassy 
Bridge, removed more 
than a decade ago when 
the new cross valley 
link road was opened, 
which took traffic out of 
the town centre. 

The cinema was 
opened in 1939 and 
built of brick in the art- 
deco style. Its heyday 
was during the war and 
the 1950s, when it was 
the town’s premier cine¬ 
ma. 

Long queues would 
form to see popular 
films, and when 
Summer Holiday with 
Cliff Richard was 
screened in 1962, the 
queue stretched as far as 
the bridge. 

It closed in the mid 
1980s and then became 
the Ritz Bingo Hall, but 
this eventually closed 
and it was bought by 
local businessman Mr 
Mathias, who owns 
Centre Great. 

He originally had 
plans to convert it into a 
restaurant and theatre. 

However, he has now 
lodged an application to 
demolish it and use the 
site for a temporary sur¬ 
face car park. At the 


moment, he operates a 
car park on the land 
around the building, and 
on land opposite which 
used to house the old 
Palais de Danse dance 
hall - which has also 
been demolished. Both 
buildings played a lead¬ 
ing part in the social 
lives of young people in 
the 1950s and 1960s. 

The architectural 
style of the Embassy 
was mimicked by the 
designers of the call 
centre built on the old 


Brewery site nearby, 
who chose an art deco 
theme for that building. 

Charles Thorp, of 
Bridgend Civic Society, 
said that they had not 
yet had time to consider 
the proposals. But he 
said from a personal 
point of view he would 
like to see it saved and 
brought back into use. 

He said: “It is not a 
beautiful building, but it 
is a landmark, and I 
think the council should 
buy it and transfer the

It is understood that, 
in the long term, Mr 
Mathias wishes to 
develop a hotel on the 
site.

POLICE have fol¬ 
lowed up on a 
PACT issue in 
Llangeinor, after 
community consul¬ 
tation showed that 
residents were 
unhappy about ille¬ 
gal parking taking 
place on Llangeinor 
Road. 

PC Jeff Sollis and 
PCSO Amy Baker of the 
Llangeinor and Bettws 
neighbourhood policing 
team held ‘Operation 
Evolution’ after residents 
said cars were repeatedly 
parking on double yellow 
lines near the speed cam¬ 
era outside Tynyrheol 
Primary School as par¬ 



ents dropped off and 
picked up their children. 
As a result, school open¬ 
ing and closing times 
were particularly difficult 
for motorists and pedes¬ 
trians using the road. 

In response, officers 
declared the issue a 
PACT priority and held 
the operation from 
8.30am-9am and 3pm- 
3.30pm on June 4, 10, 
and 11. 

Officers conducted 
high visibility patrols and 
informed parents of safe 
places to park in the area, 
and encouragingly, no 
cars were caught parking 


illegally during the 
course of the operation. 

Prior to the targeted 
patrols, PCSO Amy 
Baker prepared a letter to 
be sent to all parents and 
guardians of pupils at the 
school, warning them of 
the parking issue. 


She said: “High 
visibility patrols will 
continue, however, to 
maintain the children’s 
safety and to check the 
problem doesn’t start 
again. 

“We will be around to 
issue tickets if need be.”

Who knows, perhaps they are 
now realising that party politics 
should not come into any deci¬ 
sions that could have an effect on 
planning applications.

The council heard that BCBC 
officers are now looking into the 
terms of the original consent and 
have asked the landowner to pro¬ 
duce documentation to that 
effect. 

The council has decided to wait 
and see what happens in relation 
to BCBC investigations.

Cycling 
strategy 
to get 
cars 
off the 
road 

THE Bridgend 
County Borough 
Council has adopt¬ 
ed a new walking 
and cycling strate¬ 
gy aimed at encour¬ 
aging larger num¬ 
bers of people to 
ditch their cars. 

The strategy identi¬ 
fies new routes to be 
used for either cycling 
or walking and will 
cater for residents of the 
borough, as well as 
tourists and visitors. 

Bridgend county bor¬ 
ough is also linking up 
its routes with those in 
neighbouring authori¬ 
ties, so that Bridgend 
will be connected to 
walking and cycling 
routes to both east and 
west. 

Community routes 
are to be provided link¬

The Bridgend foster 
care team organises regu¬ 
lar meet and greet ses¬ 
sions in the borough to 
allow people to drop in 
for a no-obligation chat 
with social workers and 
current foster carers. 

Coun Davies contin¬ 
ued: “Foster carers have 
a vital role to play in giv¬ 
ing children in care the 


support they need to help 
them reach their full 
potential. Events like 
Foster Care Fortnight are 
a great way to raise 
awareness of the issue 
and the need for more 
carers to come forward.” 

One couple already 
providing foster care are 
Anita and Spencer 
Bowring, of Sarn. 

They currently care 
for a 14-year-old boy, 
and say that the most 
important qualities are 
patience, understanding 
and a sense of humour. 

Anita said: “Fostering 
can be hard work, but it 
is incredibly rewarding. 

“ We thought long and 
hard about committing 
ourselves to becoming 
foster carers - but, now 
that we have made that 
step, I consider it one of 
the best decisions I have 
ever made. 

“The fact that we can 
help to make a real, posi¬ 
tive difference to a 
child’s life is an incredi¬ 
ble feeling.

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Rebecca looks back on 
100 years of memories

A BRIDGEND 
woman who was 
born in 

Llanblethian 100 
years ago, recently 
celebrated with the 
traditional card 
from The Queen - 
and a surprise visit 
from a famous fam- 

ily- 

Rebecca Jenkins was 
born in Greenfield 
Terrace, Llanblethian, 
one of 13 children, 
although two died quite 
young. Many of her 
brothers and isters have 
stayed in the area, leav¬ 
ing her with many ties to 
the area. 

However, Rebecca 
when she was just 17, 
she went into service, 
initially in London, but 
later with the Llewellyn 
family in Abergavenny. 

Sir Harry Llewellyn, 
Olympic gold medal 
showjumper with 
Foxhunter in Helsinki in 
1952, was the head of 
the family, and Rebecca 
became nanny to his 
children, including his 
sons, Dai and Roddy. 

In fact, on the after¬ 
noon of her birthday, 
there was a surprise visi¬ 
tor for Rebecca - Roddy 
Llewellyn himself, 


together with other fami¬ 
ly members who had 
been nannied by her, and 
some of their children. 

It was only two years 
ago that Rebecca moved 
into Heathfields 
Residential Home in 
Bridgend. When she 
retired from nannying, 
she lived once again in 
Llanblethian, staying at 
her home until she was 
98. 

The GEM visited 
Rebecca on the morning 
of her 100th birthday, 
when she was with her 
niece, Anne Clark, and 
her younger brother, 

Bert, who is a mere 91. 

Anne and Bert both 
live in Porthcawl and 
pop in to see Rebecca 
regularly. Anne told the 
GEM: “She was always 
very independent, nd she 
is still bright and alert in 
the home.” 

Bert and his family 
lived in Aberthin, and he 
worked in the Post 
Office in Eastgate, 
Cowbridge, for many 
years, before he moved 
to Porthcawl. 

Some years ago, 
when she was still living 
in Llanblethian, Rebecca 
was interviewed by the 
late Jeff Alden of the 
Cowbridge Record 
Society for one of its

books ( Cowbridge and 
District Remembered, 
1900 - 1950). 

In that book, she 
recalled her life as a 
nanny for a series of 
prominent Vale families, 
as well as for the 
Llewellyns. In her time, 
she had been in service 
in Llandough Castle and 
Penllyne Castle. 

Her father Thomas W 
Jenkins, worked in the 
Verlands for the John 
family, and later took a 
post as head groom with 
the Glamorgan Hunt. 

The day before, she 
had a surprise visit from 
the Mayor of Cowbridge 
with Llanblethian, Coun 
Jon Harris, who told the 
GEM: “She was a well- 
known Cowbridge citi¬ 
zen, so I took a birthday 
card on behalf of the 
people of Cowbridge. 

“Her brother used to 
be the mace bearer with 
the town council.”

EVERY councillor 
on Bridgend 
County Borough 
Council is to be 
asked to submit the 
three most pressing 
schemes for road 
safety or traffic 
management meas¬ 
ures within their 
area. 

The cabinet has 
accepted a report outlin¬ 
ing how the council pri¬ 
oritises spending on road 
traffic matters in the bor¬ 
ough. 

Until now, it has 
given priority to areas 
which have suffered 
accidents, with the aim 
of reducing incidents 
and casualties. 

But officers are aware 
that residents have con¬ 
cerns in other areas 
where there are large 
number of children or 
older people in resi¬ 
dence, for example. 

Councillors will now 
come back with their top 
three priorities which 
officers will then assess. 
There is already a list of 
300 schemes waiting for 
funding within the bor¬ 
ough. 

The object is to create 
a comprehensive list of 
schemes ranked in order 
of priority which will be 
tackled with whatever 
funding is available. 

The cabinet has

A 50-something 
rock band from 
Porthcawl has just 
missed out on one 
last shot at glory - 
a phoenix-like res¬ 
urrection that 
could have seen 
them opening the 
show for Neil 
Young at Hyde 
Park this weekend! 

‘Proteen’ - who 
broke up back in 1982 - 
made it to the finals of 
Absolute Radio’s com¬ 
petition, ‘One Last 
Dream’. 

The truly tempting 
prize was a recording 
session in the legendary 
Abbey Road studios, a 
gig at London’s Hard 
Rock Cafe, and that 20- 
minute spot on the bill 
with Neil Young! 

Formed back in 
1979, with three mem¬ 
bers from Kenfig Hill 
and two from Cwmavon 


and Pontrydyfen, 
‘Proteen’ made a big 
impact on the club, pub 
and university scene in 
south Wales. 

At the time, they 
were: Dale Williams, 
(lead guitar, vocals) Jeff 
Williams (drums) Phil 
Jones (keyboards, back¬ 
ing vocals), Mark 
Davies (bass) and 
Claire Phillips (vocals) . 

They wrote their own 
songs, but also used 
Claire’s voice to give 
the band a ‘Stevie 
Nicks’ sound. 

They found plenty of 
work but all had ‘day 
jobs’ and gradually, 
after failing to make it 
big, they broke up. 

There may even have 
been a little bit of musi¬ 
cal differences there 
too, as the cliche goes. 

Jeff and Dale contin¬ 
ued to play at the local 
pub on a Friday night, 
Phil became an engi¬ 
neer, and the other band 


members drifted apart. 

It was only when 
they heard about the 
Absolute Radio compe¬ 
tition that they arranged 
to get back together and 
send in some songs. 

The original bassist, 
Mark, was the only 
member not involved, 
and a replacement, Daz 
Joseph came on board 
and the group found 
that they had made the 
final three on the com¬ 
petition. 

From then, it was 
down to listeners’ votes, 
and Proteen unfortu¬ 
nately lost out to a 
London-based group. 

Afterwards, Jeff 
Williams told The 
GEM: “To be honest, 
we were a little 
relieved. We are all in 
our 50s and all have 
lives and work to con¬ 
sider.

COUNCILS LAYDOWN SWINE 
FLU CONTINGENCY PLAN 

‘Potential for significant 
increase in deaths if 
pandemic strikes’ - warning 


A CONTINGENCY plan 
has been drawn up to cope 
with increased deaths from 
the Swine Flu Pandemic. 

The plan, which considers all 
levels of threat, including a 
‘worst case scenario’, applies to 
the way in which Coychurch 
Crematorium will operate and 
also takes increased demand for 
burials into account. 

The crematorium is jointly 
operated by Bridgend, Rhondda 
Cynon Taff and Vale councils. 

A report to the management 
committee revealed that an exer¬ 
cise was carried out in April at 
the time of the outbreak of the flu 
in Mexico. 

All councils in Wales took part 
in this exercise which was to see 
how the effects of a pandemic 
can be mitigated. 

Although the current outbreak 
appears to be less virulent than 
first expected, the report warns 
that there is potential for a ‘sig¬ 
nificant increase’ in deaths. 

The report states that if there is 
a big additional demand for cre¬ 
mation, Bridgend and Vale 
Councils may have to set up a 
body-holding area near to the cre¬ 
matorium. 

The management committee 
may also have to increase crema¬ 
tions to 315 a week, extend the 
days and hours of operation at the 
crematorium, reduce the amount 
of time available for services, and 
suspend other administrative 
work until the emergency has 
ended. 


The report says that if the cre¬ 
matorium starts to get towards its 
maximum capacity, cremations 
from outside the areas of the 
three councils will be stopped to 
allow preference to residents 
within the three areas. 

The report says that figures 
were produced by central govern¬ 
ment at the time of Avian Flu and 
it was estimated that out of a pop¬ 
ulation of 132,400 in Bridgend, 
there would be 2,122 deaths over 
a 15-week period, including nor¬ 
mal deaths. 

The estimated peak would be 
388 deaths in week six, based on 
a fatality rate of 2.5 per cent and 
an attack rate of 50 per cent. 

But swine flu appears to be 
less deadly, so these figures may 
be reduced. 

The National Public Health 
Service for Wales will be in 
charge of any pandemic and local 
hospitals will only be able to 


mum of 315 cremations could 
take place in a week.

If staff themselves fall ill dur¬ 
ing the outbreak, the organist 
would work in the office, with 
staff from other council depart¬ 
ments drafted in to answer 
phones and type basic informa¬ 
tion into the computers. 

Cleaning staff may also be 
deployed from outside to clean 
the chapel and toilets to release 
crematorium staff for other work. 

The report also looks at burials 
within Bridgend and says that if 
there was a significant increase in 
demand for burials, they would 
be restricted to four cemeteries - 
Maesteg, Sam, Laleston and 
Pencoed. 

There may be further restric¬ 
tions, including a refusal to re¬ 


admit patients with added compli- °P en existing graves, as some of

At the moment, there are up to 
10 cremations a day, with 30- 
minute services. 

If a pandemic scenario increas¬ 
es the demand to 15 cremations a 
day in a five-day week, the stand¬ 
by cremator would have to be 
used on top of the two main ones. 

Alternatively, the crematorium 
would have to operate two seven 
hour shifts from 8am-3pm and 
from 3pm-10pm. 

If there was a need to have a 
seven-day working week, a maxi-

They are appealing for informa¬ 
tion regarding anyone acting sus¬ 
piciously in the area at the time. 

The spokeswoman reported that 
police are also investigating the 
sudden death of a man found at 


1.40am on Wednesday June 17, at 
his home address, at Heol Gadlys, 
Litchard, Bridgend. 

They are appealing for anyone 
who witnessed suspicious activity 
in that area, between 9.15pm on 
the Monday night and 1.40am on 
Wednesday, to come forward. 

Senior investigating officer, 
Detective Chief Inspector Dale 
Ponting, of the major crime team, 
stated: “I want to reassure the 
community that a full police 
investigation is under way. 
Wendy’s family have been devas¬ 
tated by this tragic incident and we 
would appeal to the local commu¬ 
nity to come forward with any 
information. 

“We believe Wendy bought a 
Chinese take-away on Monday 
evening. We would like to know 
where and when she bought it.

Notes on remembering 
the computing basics 


‘WE ARE THE CHAMPIONS!’ 
Does this acting school have 
most talented group in area? 


I REMEMBER 
some years ago, 
being fascinated by a 
skiing statistic...It 
was along the lines 
that a skier had a 
one in 16 chance of 
breaking a limb on 
his first skiing holi¬ 
day. 

After several years of 
acquiring the relevant 
skills, his chances of 
breaking a limb on a 
skiing holiday increased 
to one in four! 

The logic was 
explained thus: as a 
beginner, he would 
have lots of falls but 
would do himself no 
serious damage because 
his speed was so slow. 

However, after years 
of improvement, his 
speed increased to the 
point that any single 
accident was likely to 
break a limb. 

In the computing 
world, there are similar 
stories indicating that 
being more skillful does¬ 
n’t mean that you are 
less likely to make a 


mistake. The extra skill 
often gives rise to the 
pride of overconfidence 
before the inevitable fall. 

I once had a colleague 
who was in charge of a 
large database that was 
constantly being updated 
(by a part-timer 
inputting data three days 
a week). 

When he told me that 
the system had crashed I 
sympathised with the 
extra work involved in 
re-establishing the data¬ 
base from the back-up 
files. 

He then confessed 
that the files had not 
been backed up for three 
months 

And he was the chap 
who was nagging every¬ 
body else to make fre¬ 
quent backups. 

It is commonly 
accepted in the computer 
world that the only peo¬ 
ple who do not back up 
their files regularly are 
those who have not lost 
any. Yet. 

In the same vein, a 
friend who was expert in 
computing was present¬ 


ed with a problem by a 
novice. He was trying to 
copy a lot of little files 
to a floppy disk (remem¬ 
ber those?), but the 
copying kept stalling 
before all the files were 
copied, in spite of there 
being ample room on the 
floppy. 

The expert struggled 
manfully without suc¬ 
cess, until he went back 
to basics and remem¬ 
bered that the root direc¬ 
tory of a floppy disk can 
handle only 64 files or 
directories. 

As there were more 
than that to be copied, 
the system could not 
copy them into the root. 
However, there is no 
such restriction on a sub¬ 
directory. 

The system happily 
copied all the files into a 
single sub-directory at 
the first attempt. 

Why am I recalling 
these examples? 

For years I have had 
no requirement for 
coloured prints and have 
been content to enjoy the 
quality of a black-only 
(mono) laser printer. 

Colour laser printers 
were expensive and I 
couldn’t justify the cost. 
Now my mono laser is 
old and is making warn¬ 
ing noises with every 
print. 

I decided that colour 
laser printers are now 
within my budget (its 
cost now less than origi¬ 
nally paid for the mono 
laser!) and took the 
plunge. 

My new piece of kit 
looked great and pro¬ 
duced a superb test print. 

The simplest way to 
test colour printing was 
to print out a few sample 
pictures, as I have no 
variety of colour docu¬ 
ments on my computer 
because I only print in 


black or grey-scale. 

I was surprised when 
the colour photographs 
were produced in grey. 
Experiments showed that 
the colours were being 
used to make the greys, 
because when instructed 
to print in grey the result 
was clearly different. 

I checked all the 
installation and set-up 
instructions carefully, 
but the printer would 
print only in grey, even 
after being told to use 
the colours. 

An email to the sup¬ 
pliers elicited a reply 
offering instructions on 
making all the correct 
settings. The instructions 
matched precisely what I 
was already doing. 

I went back to the 
golden rules of comput¬ 
ing. One of the rules that 
I emphasise to people is 
that computers are NOT 
intelligent, in spite of the 
seemingly complex 
things that they do. 

They are capable only 
of doing exactly what 
they are told to do. 

Therefore, I must be 
telling it to print out in 
grey, even when it is 
clearly instructed to use 
the colours. 

To test this theory, I 
created a Word docu¬ 
ment using colours. 

It printed beautifully 
without any problem. 

Reasoning that the 
“print in grey” instruc¬ 
tion must therefore be in 
the photo-editing soft¬ 
ware, I looked through 
the Page Set Up menu. 

Hey presto, I found 
that (years ago) I had set 
a requirement to print 
only in greyscale! 

Problem solved; les¬ 
son learned; humility 
restored and hopefully a 
useful note of warning 
for others! 

Remember the basics 
- always! HD

Town Council that the 
famous Regal 
Edmonton 4/16 
Christie Theatre 
Organ has to be 
removed from the 
magnificent setting of 
Barry Memorial Hall. 

Since the organ’s 
opening concert on St 
David’s Day 1987, Barry 
and ATOS have benefit¬ 


ed hugely from a long- 
running series of dances 
played throughout by 
David Redfern, plus 
concerts featuring artists 
from here and overseas. 

Unfortunately, falling 
audience numbers and 
the introduction of a 
board of trustees and a 
change of hall manage¬ 
ment requiring higher 
hire charges, meant 
ATOS had to suspend 
concert activity. 

We could not present 
concerts running at a 
loss for a sustained peri¬ 
od. 

ATOS have been 
negotiating with the 
Memorial Hall trustees 
with a view to re-start 
concert activity with 


their support, and we 
have spent a consider¬ 
able time trying to pro¬ 
duce a positive outcome. 

The 12-month notice 
for removal has now 
been served. 

All who have been 
involved in presenting 
and supporting our 
events over the years at 
Barry are warmly 
thanked by the ATOS 
Chapter Committee. 

It is time therefore to 
consider a new phase in 
the life of this historic 
instrument. I welcome 
any thoughts on a future 
home from readers.

A NEW ‘green’ 
group, campaign¬ 
ing against plastic 
carrier bags, has 
been backed by 
the Vale Council. 

Penarth-based 
‘Gwyrddio Penarth 
Greening’ (GPG) wants 
residents and businesses 
to become more aware 
of the environmental 
cost of using plastic bags 
by looking at alterna¬ 
tives such as reusable 
jute bags. 

Council waste aware¬ 
ness officer Vicky 
Gowin recently took to 
the streets of Penarth 
with Gwyrddio Penarth 
Greening’s chair, Tricia 
Griffiths, and their plas¬ 
tic bag awareness project 
leader, Alison Norris, to 


speak to local residents 
and retailers. 

Vicky said: “As well 
as being a very visible 
form of littering, particu¬ 
larly across parks and 
open spaces, plastic bags 
can sometimes take up 
to 1,000 years to biode¬ 
grade. 

“The GPG plastic bag 
project in Penarth aims 
to raise awareness about 
this waste issue by 
reducing the need to use 
plastic bags, encourag¬ 
ing re-use where they do 
exist, and promoting 
alternative options.” 

GPG will take the 
message throughout the 
Vale this summer by 
conducting retailer ques¬ 
tionnaires and attending 
local events such as the 
Penarth Festival in July.

A MASTER 

butcher who 
has spent 
almost 70 years in 
the trade has been 
invited to 
Buckingham 
Palace to attend a 
garden party. 

Ken Williams, who 
has a shop in Pontyclun, 
is looking forward to 
the trip in July. 

“It was a huge sur¬ 
prise when the invita¬ 
tion arrived,” he said. 
“Somebody contacted 
the Lord Lieutenant and 
that’s how the invitation 
was arranged. I will be 
going with my son 
Rhys.” 

Mr Williams joined 
his father Len in the 
family butchery busi¬ 
ness in Llanharan when 
he left school in 1940 at 
the age of 14. 

“Meat rationing came 
into force and it was a 
very difficult time to be 
a butcher," he recalled. 
“We could not waste 
anything - we had to 
make the meat go as far 
as we could so that 
everybody had some¬ 
thing. 

“We used to sell a lot 
of rabbits in those days 
- they were not rationed 


and people used to have 
them to supplement the 
meat ration.” 

Mr Williams’ father 
died at the age of 44 
and it fell to him then to 
take over the business 
with his mother. 

“My two sisters were 
in college and I was the 
family’s main breadwin¬ 
ner,” he explained. “I 
was originally called up 
for the army but 
because of the situation 
at home, I was sent 
instead to the pit as a 
Bevin boy. I was work¬ 
ing at Llanharan 
Colliery and used to 
work nights. 

“I would then come 
home, snatch a few 
hours sleep and then go 
into the shop. It was a 
busy time.” 


Mr Williams’ mother 
Margaret worked in the 
shop along with his 
uncle Frank. His mother 
lived to be 101 - and 
was a widow for 60 
years. 

Mr Williams’ family 
came originally from 
Abercynon, where his 
grandfather had a butch¬ 
ers’ shop. 

“My grandfather and 
my four uncles were all 
butchers as well as my 


father," he said. 

“I was bom in 
Trealaw, which is where 
my mother was from, 
but we came to 
Llanharan when my 
father opened the shop.” 

The shop in 
Llanharan closed some 
years ago, but Mr 
Williams came to 
Pontyclun 16 years ago 
to help out at the shop 
and then took it over. 

He now mns it on his 
own. 

“My wife Marjorie 
died last year after 57 
years of marriage, so I 
am glad to have the 
company of my cus¬ 
tomers. They are a great 
crowd and I enjoy com¬ 
ing to work. I have no 
plans to retire at the 
moment because my 
health is good.” 

Mr Williams, who is 
83, lives in Llanharan 
and has two sons, four 
grand-daughters, one 
grandson and three 
great grand-daughters.

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Robots don’t transform 
into a great film epic! 


I T has often been 
the prerogative 
of the major 
film studios to 
make their biggest 
films more ‘toy- 
friendly’. 

Not content with emp¬ 
tying parents wallets at 
the cinema, they want 
them to be emptied at 
the nearest toy shop as 
well. 

Joel Schumacher once 
claimed that this was 
one of the reasons his 
Batman & Robin sank 
like it did; there was no 
room for reality in a film 
designed to sell toys. 

However, it can work 
the other way around as 
well, best-selling toys 
providing studios with 
the opportunity to make 
money from an existing 
fan base. This was all 
too apparent with 2007’s 
Transformers, a film 
based around the robots 
in disguise that was a 
monumental success. 

Its sequel was assured 
the moment the first 
went into production, 


and hits screens now 
under the moniker 
Transformers: Revenge 
of the Fallen. 

Set two years after 
events in the original, it 
sees Sam (Shia 
LaBeouf) preparing to 
go to college, while the 
Autobots, led by 
Optimus Prime (voiced 
by Peter Cullen), have 
joined forces with the 
military to capture the 
remaining Decepticons 
on earth. 

However, when Sam 
finds a shard of the all 
spark from the last film, 
it reveals ancient infor¬ 
mation that will assist 
the Decepticons and the 
evil Fallen (voiced by 
Tony Todd) in coming 
back to earth and taking 
it over... 

The general rule when 
it comes to sequels is 
‘bigger and better’, often 
resulting in an over¬ 
cooked end product that 
pales in comparison to 
the first one. 

There are exceptions 
to the rule (X2, The 
Dark Knight, Terminator

2) but by and large, the 
majority of sequels don’t 
live up to the expecta¬ 
tion. 

It is a problem that 
afflicts Revenge of the 
Fallen, as while it most 
certainly is bigger than 
its predecessor, it most 
certainly isn’t better. 

Having delivered so 
superbly with the first 
film, here director 
Michael Bay lets loose 
his wildest imagination, 
which results in some 
jaw-dropping superb 
action, and mind-numb- 
ingly awful moments. 

It’s fair to say that the 
film runs the gamut of 
sublime to ridiculous 
with consummate ease. 

Bay is a director easy 
to lampoon, his films are 
always glossy, drenched 
with testosterone and 
sunset skies, and while 
technically and visually 
superb, don’t always sat¬ 
isfy in the way you 
hope. 

When he’s good, 
though, he’s very good, 
and there is plenty of 
that in evidence here. 
Allied with the excellent 
effects work displayed, 
Bay shows a distinct 
lack of subtlety in blow-

lustre when wheeled out 
for the twentieth time. 

It is a case of overeg¬ 
ging an already rather 
sumptuous pudding, and 
while the success of the 
last film obviously gave 
Bay a degree of carte 
blanche to do as he saw 
fit, a little bit of temper¬ 
ance would have gone a 
long way. 

On the human side of 
things, the cast are very 
much secondary to the 
robots in terms of action, 
but are front and centre 
in terms of plot,

get his hands on as the 
robots fight their way 
through cities and 
forests, but it works as 
that’s ultimately what 
you want from the film. 

Bay has perfected the 
notion of popcorn spec¬ 
tacle, and ramps it up 
suitably here, delivering 
a film that far exceeds 
the scope of the first, 
with all manner of 
robots on show. 

However, Bay’s 
strength is also his 
achilles heel, and while 
the spectacle has 
increased, so has the 
reliance on these some¬ 
what overblown action 
sequences. 

At 150 minutes, the 
film is hardly lean and 
taut, and the robotic 
smackdowns lose their 


more than capable of 
handling the weight, 
delivering another like¬ 
able turn as Sam, once 
again being thrust into 
the middle of a robotic 
war. 

LaBeouf is hardly 
called upon to do any 
real acting, but he does 
provide a neat line in 
quips without coming 
across as smug or 
annoying. 

As his girlfriend, 
Megan Fox may be 
incredibly pleasing to 
the eye, but as an actress 
it’s difficult to judge 
who is more robotic - 
her or the Transformers 
themselves. 

Her ‘performance’ 
mainly consists of lip 
gloss, legs and cleavage 
(and one does have to 


question the health and 
safety aspect of her 
working in a garage with 
knee-high boots and a 
short skirt), and while 
certainly a turn suited 
for the males in the audi¬ 
ence, adds very little to 
the film. 

Far better are a range 
of smaller turns from the 
likes of John Turturro 
and Josh Duhamel, 
adding a bit of depth to 
the human element of 
the film without really 
doing too much, while 
the voice cast do their 
jobs with aplomb. 

However, the twin 
cars that speak some 
peculiar form of urban 
jive are more annoying 
than meeting a lift full of 
Jar Jar Binks’. 

The script follows a 
similar template from 
the first film, but adds in 
a few more fan favourite 
characters to up the ante, 
while deepening the 
mythology of the charac¬ 
ters and their back¬ 
ground nicely. 

It’s the dialogue, how¬ 
ever, that jars the most, 
full of heavy-handed 
lines that mistake cliche 
for gravitas and it makes 
you snigger at the writ¬ 
ers’ inability to get 
something as basic as 
speech right in such a 
glossy film. 

Ultimately, therein 
lies the main problem - 
despite the outward 
gloss, there is very little 
substance beneath it, 
which makes Revenge of 
the Fallen a somewhat 
underwhelming experi¬ 
ence and certainly not a 
patch on the first outing. 

VERDICT -An 
overlong, bombastic, 
‘directed by Michael 
Bay’ experience, 
Transformers: Revenge 
of the Fallen lacks the 
charm of its forbearer, 
relying on explosions 
and little else. 

As a blockbuster film 
it works satisfactorily, 
but it lacks the depth to 
really stand out on its 
own terms. Average.

Illegal worker arrested 
at Porthcawl takeaway 


TWO illegal work¬ 
ers have been 
arrested - after 
they were found 
being employed at 
takeaways in 
Porthcawl and 
Llantwit Major. 

Acting on intelli¬ 
gence, immigration offi¬ 
cers from the UK Border 
Agency visited 
Porthcawl Tandoori, 
Eastern Promenade, at 
about 6pm May 18.. 

A spokesman for the 
agency said: “After the 
immigration status of 
staff was checked, a 28- 
year-old Bangladeshi 
man, who was working 
in the kitchen, was 
found to have stayed in 
the UK after his visa had 
expired. 

“He was arrested and 
taken to Bridgend police 
station for further ques¬ 


tioning. He will be 
removed from the UK 
once emergency travel 
documents are secured 
by the agency.” 

Porthcawl Tandoori 
was issued with an on- 
the-spot penalty notice 
for employing an illegal 
worker and may now 
face a fine of up to 
£ 10 , 000 . 

To avoid the fine, the 
employers must prove to 
the UK Border Agency 
that they carried out the 
correct right-to-work 
checks (such as asking 
for a passport or work

Children’s 
welfare gets 
inspectors’ 
approval 


THE children’s 
services depart¬ 
ment in Bridgend 
county borough, 
which had been put 
under special 
scrutiny by 
Assembly inspec¬ 
tors, has worked its 
way out of that 
spotlight. 

Bridgend County 
Borough Council 
(BCBC) has been con¬ 
gratulated by the Care 
and Social Services 
Inspectorate Wales 
(CSSIW) for substantial 
improvements in its 
children’s services, 
which have resulted in 
the lifting of a ‘serious 
concern’ protocol. 

A recent review by 
CSSIW found that social 
services staff and man¬ 
agers have “continued to 
work hard to secure fur¬ 
ther improvements, and 
have established more 
robust systems for con¬ 
sistent assessment of 
risk and effective deci¬ 
sion making”. 

The “corporate lead¬ 
ership” for children’s 
services were also 
praised. 

Chief Inspector Rob 
Pickford said: “The 
authority now responds 
much more promptly 
and effectively to initial 
concerns about children, 
and is much more reli¬ 
able in planning for their 
welfare and reviewing 
progress. 


“It has better systems 
to manage its own per¬ 
formance and monitor 
its own progress. The 
relationship between the 
inspectorate and the 
authority can now revert 
to one of normal busi¬ 
ness, with the inspec¬ 
torate checking progress 
through our normal pro¬ 
gramme of inspection 
and reviews.” 

Coun Mel Nott, 
Leader of BCBC, said: 

“I welcome this excel¬ 
lent news. As a cabinet, 
we have been deter¬ 
mined to see a sustained 
and substantial improve¬ 
ment in this area, and I 
have been very closely 
involved in monitoring 
progress. 

“I know how dedicat¬ 
ed staff within the chil¬ 
dren’s directorate have 
been to making this hap¬ 
pen.” 

Coun Alana Davies, 
the cabinet member for 
children and young peo¬ 
ple, said: “I am passion¬ 
ate about the welfare of 
our children and young 
people, so I am truly 
delighted about the good 
work which is now 
being achieved in this 
service area.” 

Jo Farrar, chief exec¬ 
utive of BCBC, said: 
“This is not the end of 
the improvements. 
Children’s services have 
been, and remain, a cor¬ 
porate priority, but this 
is a very positive build¬ 
ing block for the 
future.”

T HE general consensus 
of media opinion since 
last weekend’s narrow 
defeat in Durban is that the 
British & Irish Lions have a 
great chance of putting 
mighty South Africa to the 
sword in Pretoria on 
Saturday. 

Such optimism is understand¬ 
ably based on that remarkable 
turnaround in the last 30 min¬ 
utes, when the Lions scored 14 
unanswered points and had the 
world champions clinging on for 
dear life at the end to scramble a 
26-21 win. 

There is no doubt that the 
belated arrival off the bench of 
prop Adam Jones and hooker 
Matthew Rees was a decisive fac¬ 
tor in restoring stability to a 
demoralised eight that had spent 
the previous hour in ignominious 
retreat. 

While most had expected the 
Lions’ scrum at least to provide a 
solid competitive platform 
against a front row that was gen¬ 
erally considered inferior to 
them, this proved not to be the 
case. 

In fact, one of the saddest 
sights of all was to see the deject¬ 
ed figure of England’s veteran 
World Cup winning prop Phil 
Vickery trudging off, after being 
cruelly dismantled by Tendai ‘the 
Beast’ Mtwariria in a nightmare 
first half for both him and his 
team. 

Not that the string of penalties 
Vickery conceded was the sole 
cause of Lions’ first half disarray, 
for they were struggling in the 
line-out and at the breakdown 
and also wasting golden chances 


against fired-up Springboks who 
threatened to blast them off the 
park, after a quick-fire try by 
skipper Jon Smit. 

Four successful penalty kicks 
followed, interspersed with a fine 
try by Tom Croft, set up by the 
increasingly impressive centre 
pairing of Jamie Roberts and 
Brian O’Driscoll. 

However, this still made the 
score at the interval 19-7 to a 
clearly dominant home team, who 
confidently expected to ram their 
superiority home in the second 
period. 

One devastating rolling maul 
drove the Lions back half the 
length of the field, culminating in 
a converted try - but the expect¬ 
ed scoring avalanche never came. 

The Lions made positive sub¬ 
stitutions from the bench, while 
(not for the first time) the over¬ 
confident South African coach 
did the opposite, replacing the 
core of his team with inferior 
players and the tide turned. 

The now rampant Lions took 
advantage and when Stephen 
Jones converted late tries by 
Croft and Mike Phillips, South 
Africa were only too glad to hear 
the final whistle. 

However, they will be a totally 
different proposition in the sec¬ 
ond test high up on the lung¬ 
bursting highveldt in Pretoria on 
Saturday, and the Lions manage¬ 
ment have had much to ponder 
on selection-wise after Durban, 
with the fate of the series already 
hanging in the balance. Can they 
get the mix right this time? 

For the travelling fans, as well 
as the thousands of tellywatchers 
back here at home, it promises to 
be another nail-biting afternoon 
that could again go to the wire.
